ATMOSPHERIC AND GALACTIC 
NOISE IN THE BCB 


Dallas Lankford ©) 1979 


This article is based on Hyder's excellent discussion [1] of 
atmospheric and galactic noise for frequencies above 1800 khz. We 
also use information in the 1964 CCIR report [2]. The CCIR report 
has graphs like figures 1 and 2 below from which the expected values 
of the average atmospheric and galactic noise power can be computed 
for each of the four seasons and each four hour segment of the da: 
through the frequency range of 10 hz to 100 mhz. Because the spring 
0000 - 0400 graph is typical of night time noise in the BCB, we have 
shown a part of thatworld map of expected noise power for 1 mhz in 
figure 2 below. The units of the contours in figure 2 are in db 
above kT.b (which will be explained in more detail below). Figure 1 
allows ofe to compute the expected value of noise power for 
frequencies other than 1 mhz. For example, in the midwest near 
Chicago, the noise power at 1 mhz is 80 db above KT pd. Thus, by 
figure 1, the noise power at 1.6 mhz is 75 db above kTQb and at 0.54 
mhz is 90 db above kT)b. 


In figure 1, we have deleted the part above 30 mhz, and the parts 
above 130 db and below 10 db. Use of the interpolation curves has 
been illustrated above. There are also two broken lines. The one to 
the right is galactic noise. the one to the left is man made noise. 
In any case, the minimal noise power one can expect is galactic noise, 
which is about 58 db at 540 khz and 47 db at 1.6 mhz. 


In figure 2, we have deleted the southern hemisphere, the part west 
of Hawaii and Alaska, and the part east of the Mediterranean. The 
contours on the graph are noise power curves at 1 mhz in db above 
kT)b. Their use has been indicated above. 


Several general comments can be made about the noise power based on 

the raphe. in the CCIR report. 

(1) Noise levels are generally higher at night than in the day. 

$3 Noise levels are generally higher in the summer than in winter. 
Noise levels generally decrease as one gets further from the 

equator. 

{ Noise levels are mpoerey higher at lower frequencies. 

5) Galactic noise is the ultimate minimum in noise power.

©) Any resistance has a thermal noise power, denoted Pt, that is 


independent of anything but the temperature, and is given by Pt = 
kTb watts, where k is Boltzman's constant, 1.38E-23 (Etn denotes 10 
to the +n power), T is the temperature in degrees Kelvin, and b is 
the bandwidth in hertz. In particular, the above equation holds for 
the radiation resistance of an antenna. For a 2.1 khz bandwidth, 

Pt = (4E-21)(2.1E+3) = 8.4E-18 watts at 290 Kelvin (63 F). In the 
CCIR report, Pt is computed for 288 Kelvin (the difference with our 
value is negligible), thus 8.4E-18 watts is the kT)b mentioned above. 


Let us assume we have a hypothetical receiver with a sensitivity of 
0.5 wV_into 50 ohms at 2.1 khz bandwidth.. The thermal noise voltage 
is Pt = V(8.4E-18)(50) = 0.02 wV¥. In order to compare this 
voltage with receiver sensitivity, we must convert it from a voltage 
in parallel with a 50 ohm source to a voltage in series with a 50 ohm 
source, which we do by multiplying by two. Thus the signal to 
thermal noise ratio for a 0.5 wV signal is 20 log(0.5/0.04) = 22 db. 
The receiver is rated as having a 10 db signal to noise ratio, so the 
receiver has a 22 - 10 = 12 db noise fi » which we denote f. The 
receiver generated poise powers denoted Pr, can be computed by the 
formula f = 10 log((Pr + Pt -4E-18). The receiver generated noise 


power for our hypothetical receiver is thus Pr = 1.26E-16. 


We now calculate what signal levels are required to produce both 0 db 
and 10 db signal to noise ratios at both ends of the BCB, assuming 
galactic noise of 58 db at 540 khz and 47 db at 1.6 mhz. We do only 
the calculations for a 10 db S/N ratio at 540 khz. Galactic noise 
ower, denoted Pg, is (8.4E-18)(E+5.8) = 5.3E-12 watts. The required 
signal power is 10(Pg + Pt + Pr) = 53E-12. It should be noted that 
thermal and receiver noise power are negligible in this calculation, 
but not in general. The equivalent signal voltage is V4PR = 103 yV. 
The other calculations are similar, and the final results are given 
in the table below,

From these figures, it is apparent that exceptional CEASE eT is 
not necessary for weak signal reception in the BCB. In fact, it can 
be shown that a hypothetical 2.1 khz bandwidth receiver with a 10 yV 
sensitivity into 50 ohms requires a 31 “V signal for a 10 db S/N 
ratio, and a 10 yV signal for a 0 db S/N ratio at 1.6 mhz. Thus 
there is virtually no difference between a 0.5 wV sensitivity 
receiver and a 10 wV sensitivity receiver when used on the BCB. 
Evidentally these figures hold up in practice, since recent Collins 
receivers are rated at 10 4V for the BCB. 


All of the information in the CCIR report is for a short vertical 
receiving antenna. The CCIR report has very little information about 
improvements which can be expected as a consequence of using 
directional antennas. We have seen it said elsewhere that balanced 
loops (which respond only to the magnetic field) are superior to 
unbalanced loops or long wires because the electromagnetic wave 
resulting from a lightning discharge has a larger electrostatic 
component. But we know of no definitive studies of this alleged 
phenomenon. Cont: to some recent popular BtECOnONE Soa an 
electrostatically shielded loop is effective only against nearby 
generated noise. But it still seems to us that loops we have used 
exhibit a noticably lower background noise in subjective listening 
tests relative to long wires. Perhaps this is only because a loop 
can be used to null local noise sources or localized thunder storms. 
When dealing with the ultimate limit of receiver sensitivity, 
galactic noise, we expect that there is no significant difference 
between a loop and a short vertical antenna. On the other hand, a 
beverage antenna may give a significant reduction in atmospheric and 
galactic noise, judging by user reports. So when using beverages, 
receiver sensitivities on the order of 1 HV may be necessary for weak 
signal reception in the BCB.

e Cod, the eastern extension of Massachusetts, has long beer 
iowa ae a prime DX location because of waterpaths in nearly every 
direction. Many people visit this summer holilay resort famed for its 
beaches, dunes, and pine woods. Many come and enjoy the excellent 
seafood. Sailing and fishing are popular here. Among the horde of 
vacationers are DXers who come and experience a variety of DX unknown 
at their inland home locations. At night, LA & TA DX stations boom in, 
vying with domestics which are seldom challenged at inland sites. oe 
My recent "Musings" cover the night-time aspect of Cape Cod DX. Continuing 
IDXD reports by DeLorenzo, Cooper, Barstow, & myself add further Gate. 
As summer approaches, the need for a daytime analysis becomes apparent; 
this will prepare the visiting Dxer with a working plan. Some coastal 
groundwave studies previously published include Mike Levintow's Cape , 
Hatteras report & my Nova Scotia report in DX News and Charles Taylor's 
Bermuda study in DX Monitor. Cape Cod offers regular daytime reception 
of stations from Virginia (e. g. WTAR) to Nova Scotia (e. g. CHNS). 

As noted at the end of the article, Beverage users might be able to 
extend the range of groundwave to the entire eastern seaboard from Cuba 
to Newfoundland. Now - on to the Dx!

Suggested Beverage DXpeditions for those of you with a lot of wire and good 
portable DX gear: From the southward-facing beaches (Falmouth to Chatham, 
and also the south side of Martha's Vineyard), try for WGTO - 540, CMQ - 640, 
WAPE - 690, CMGN - 720, WCPS - 760, WHNC - 890, ZFB - 960, WRAR/WRNJ - 1000, 
and VOA - 1180. These and other stations far to the south may be audible on 
groundwave. Check for African, eastern South American, & Caribbean early 
skip an hour or so before local sunset. The international DX will have little 
domestic QRM on it for an hour or more if conditions are reasonable. 

Prom eastward-facing beaches (Chatham to Provincetown) you should Dx the 
Canadian Maritimes during the day (CBN - 640 & numerous LPRT's are good targets) 
Pre-sunset beverage reception of both Canadians & early-skip TA's should j 
provide many interesting « unique catches. 

One last note: DXing too close to either maritime CW station WCC in Chatham 

or the LORAN station in Nantucket may generate undesired spurs in the receiver 
Let's see those reports from summer visitors to Cape Cod! 
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‘REMOTELY TUNED DIRECTIONAL 
LOOP ANTENNA 


E. L. Cummins 


WGN, 720 KHz, Chicago, has been my favorite radio station for more than 40 years. 
When I moved into a mobile home I discovered that a transistor radio with a fer- 
rite loop antenna would no longer tune in WGN because the aluminum siding and 

steel roof were grounded. Slightly more than a year ago I began to experiment 

with long wire antennas pointed in various directions and using more and more so- 
phisticated receivers. I tried a Dymec loop antenna but I couldn't tune in much of 
anything but local stations. My final purchase was an R. L. Drake SPR-4 communica- 
tions receiver and an FS-4 digital synthesizer. WHB still interfered with WGN, 
causing very severe slop at times. I found out later that the Des Moines metropol- 
itan area was within one of WHB's lobes, which helped increase the interference with 
WGN. 


I finally decided to investigate the NRC loop antenna designed by Gordon Nelson. 

My only possibility was to mount this antenna above the roof line of the home and 
use a rotator. The NRC loop was then researched carefully. My receiver does not 
have two antenna terminals and I could not use the balanced FET preamplifier orig- 
inally designed for this loop. I then incorporated the unbalanced FET amplifier de- 
signed by James V. Hagan. Loop tuning was provided by a remotely controlled varac- 
tor tuner. 


After considerable difficulty with moisture and condensation I tried coating the 
under side of the preamplifier P C board. Q-dope was used but extremely low temp- 
eratures Separated the coating from the board. Clear silicone coating and seal 
was then tried, and it solved the problem. In fact since using this sealant no 
moisture problems have developed.

Construction Hints 


Use three 58" lengths of 32 gauge magnet wire (31 gauge if it can be found) to wind 
the balun. Twist about 55", 6 turns per inch. If you can find a hand drill, it 
will be easy to twist the exact number of turns. Then fasten one end of the three 
lengths of wire in a vise and the other three ends in the drill chuck, leaving the 
55" to be twisted. 


Before winding the balun, make a bobbin about three inches long from a popsicle 
stick or a tongue depressor. Slot this bobbin at both ends. Wind the trifilar 
winding on the bobbin, end to end. Thread the bobbin through the core. 40 passes 
will equal 40 turns. After winding the balun use some Q-dope to fasten the winding 
in place. Do not bunch the winding, but try to space it evenly. 


It is a simple thing to find both ends of the three windings. Use an ohmmeter and 
after the ends are bared by removing the enamel, when identified, cut each of the 
six ends to the proper length and solder to the PC board. A 3/4" - 6/32 brass 
screw and hex nut together with about a 1" length of popsicle stick should be used 
to fasten the balun to the PC board. 


I have found that a 10" - 14" nipple screwed into a floor stand and then fastened 
to a 2' square piece of 3/4" plywood adequately supports the loop, and permits easy 
winding of the ten loop turns. The plywood square can be placed on a card table 
during winding. A second person feeding the wire makes winding the loop a much 
easier job. Wind the wire as tight as you can. The four holes in the \ Plexiglas 
terminal plate should be larger than 1/8". It is much easier to feed the loop ends 
through the enlarged holes. 


After completing the winding and the necessary soldering, use clear silicone glue 
and seal to fasten the loop wiring to the three arm plates, the terminal arm plate, 
and the eight spreaders, all of which are made of ‘" Plexiglas, Be sure to allow 
sufficient time for the silicone to cure before mounting the loop on the rotator. 


Mount the relay minibox above the varactor tuner. Two pieces of the same gauge al- 
uminum can be used to rigidly mount these miniboxes. The varactor tuner minibox 
should be bolted to a %" thick piece of Plexiglas which is screwed to the loop cross 
arm below the terminal plate. The preamplifier minibox should be bolted to a \" 
thick piece of Plexiglas and then mounted on the same loop cross arm but on the side 
opposite to the varactor tuner minibox. Both pieces of Plexiglas with the miniboxes 
are mounted on the cross arm on opposite sides to those shown in the photographs in 
the NRC Antenna Manual. This somewhat shortens the leads to the varactor tuner. 


After mounting the miniboxes on the loop cross arm, a 1/8" or 9/64" weep hole should 
be drilled in each minibox at its low point, to drain any condensation or other 
moisture from the box. It is very important that the miniboxes on the loop are well 
sealed with the clear silicone paste and then allowed to cure. Clear silicone glue 
and seal should be used to seal all openings for power wiring entering the boxes, 
all exposed solder connections, the exposed parts of the feedthrough terminals and 
the coaxial panel connector on the preamplifier minibox. Any exposed wiring splices 
should also be sealed with this silicone glue and seal. 


The wooden cross arms and closet pole should be soaked in pentachlorophenol and 
then allowed to dry fully before final assembly of the loop, Even after this period 
of drying, and after the loop has been erected, it will be necessary to retighten 
all thumbnuts on bolts through the wood, because the sun will dry the wood. 


The external connections between the feedthrough terminals of the relay box and the 
varactor box should be made with pieces of the three-conductor cable used for the 
115V leads to the relay box. Each end of both pieces of this wire should be solder- 
ed to a feedthrough terminal. ‘Two parallel wires between the feedthrough terminals 
will result. The loop ends at the terminal plate and the loop midpoint at the term- 
inal plate should be bared. These three bared points should be connected to the 
feedthrough terminals and solder lug on the preamplifier minibox, using three pieces 
of the 115V wire previously used. The two loop ends should be bared and then solder- 
ed to the parallel wires between the varactor tuner and the relay boxes. Be sure to 
leave enough slack in the wiring to the preamplifier to allow the preamplifier to be 
lifted far enough out of the minibox so that the gain and balance pots can be adjust- 
ed during amplifier balance. The gain pot can be advanced until the amplifier can 
no longer be balanced, About four milliamperes is almost the maximum current drain 
that will permit the amplifier to be balanced. 


Use Vector board and Vector pins to mount the capacitors, resistors, varactor, relays 
and chokes in the meter box, varactor tuner and relay box. Do not attempt to support 
a Vector board from the feedthrough terminals. Instead use spacers and bolts. 


‘Two angles should be bolted to the Plexiglas center brace marked 'F' and to tilt arm 
"b-2' shown on parts drawings D, E and G, FET Altazimuth loop antenna, in the NRC 
Antenna Reference Manual. The photographs on page 18 clearly indicate the location 
of the braces. 


When installing the loop mounting shaft in the rotator, be sure that the rotator in- 
dicator shows S, and that the cross arm with the miniboxes points to the south. A 
good compass will help. Positioning the crossarm in this direction will allow the 
cables from the miniboxes to be taped to the loop mounting shaft (closet pole) and 
to the 1%" conduit forming a loop of wires and cable large enough to permit the an- 
tenna to turn 360° without the loop catching on the rotator body. 


Loop Operation 


The remotely tuned loop does not have the same capability to null stations that the 
altazimuth loop has. However this loop is an excellent antenna for a mobile home. 

I am able to null KCBC, 1390 KHz, and a 1 KW local located 1; miles from my home, 
and receive KFVD, 1400 KHz, also 1 KW about 70 miles away during daylight hours. I 
can also receive KOEL, 950 KHz, S KW, about 110 miles away, during daylight hours 
with KIOA, 940 KHz, 10 KW, 21 miles away also broadcasting. During good evening 
reception KFI can be readily separated from Cuban interference on the same frequency. 


If a Motorola MV1403 varactor and a 150 pF padding capacitor are used, the upper 
limit for sharp loop tuning is about 1550 KHz. If the MV1404 varactor is used with 
a 150 pF padding capacitor, the lower limit for sharp tuning is about 570 KHz. I 
use the MV 1404. 


It is very important that the loop be shorted when not in use and during a thunder 
storm. Before using the loop I always check the static level with my long wire an- 
tenna. If the static is too severe, I do not use the loop. The reason for shorting 
the loop during a thunder storm is that lightning strokes, even if they are several 
miles away, can destroy the FETs if the loop is not shorted. 


Checking the FET Preamplifier 


The preamplifier can be checked out before installing m the loop. First connect 
the coaxial cable to the meter box and to the preamplifier. After the battery is 
turned on, short all three of the amplifier terminals. If the current drain is about 


normal, the preamplifier is 0 K. Now disconnect the short on the amplifier terminals. 


Grasp the coaxial panel connector with the right hand. Then touch each amplifier in- 
put terminal with the left hand. You should hear something on each terminal if a 
strong local station has been tuned in. 


It is also possible to check the resistance to ground of each FET. First disconnect 
the coaxial cable from the amplifier. Then connect the ohmmeter of a VTVM or FETVM 
from each input terminal to the solder lug on the preamplifier. The resistance to 
ground should be more than 5M 2 for each FET. The actual resistance is not critical.

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Addendum 


This loop was tested using the same receiver and a regular altazimuth loop. Very 
little difference was observed between the two loops aside from slightly better 
nulling with the regular loop. In nearly all situations the externally mounted, 
varactor tuned, rotatable loop produced a stronger signal than a 75' long wire an- 


tenna. The loop also cleaned up many signals not separable with the long wire an- 
tenna. 


In a mobile home you cannot use the regular altazimuth loop. The only antennas 
which will operate satisfactorily are externally mounted antennas. 


As noted in the "Location Drawing for Varactor Tuner, Relay Box and Preamp" none of 
the miniboxes is mounted in the plane of the loop. 


The varactor control box is not a commercially obtainable item but is fabricated in 
a2 3/4" x 2 1/8" x 1 S/8" aluminum minibox. Four insulated terminals, a SPST switch 
and a 100K potentiometer are mounted and connected as shown by the varactor control 
box schematic. 


All arm plates, terminal arm plate, center braces and spreaders are made of Plex- 
iglas.

TALE OF TWO CITIES

Back in the beginnings of commercisl radio broadcasting in America a few radio sta- 
tions operated in @ manner that is unheard of today...8lmost. I say almost, because 
there is one such station left. WLIH/Lowell & Lawrence, MA is the only remaining radio 
station in America transmitting from two different cities! 


In the 1930's WBZ/Boston also had a "slave station," WBZA/Springfield. The two 
stations each operated with 50 kw on the same frequency and ran identical programming. 
They were in fact the same radio station transmitting from separate cities. Other 
stations enjoyed s similar situstion, including WBT/Charlotte., Now the only one of its 
kind left is Top 40 station(s) WLIH/Lowell & Lawrence opersting on 1400 khz with a power 
of 1 kw day and 250 watts might from each city. The two cities, located about 30 miles 
north of Boston, are twelve miles apart in the Merrimack Valley, Massachusetts’ third 
largest market. 


Program Director for WLIH is Jack Diamond, who tried to explain some of the special 
problems dual transmission causes. "The main problem occurs halfway between the two 
towers. Either tower is strong enough to take care of most interference, except for a 
one mile stretch exactly between the two. Driving through this area in your car, WLIH 
sounds like a cart that's out of phase end was not properly bulk-erased. It sounds 
like some of the previous audio is still on the tape and the two things are fighting 
for control of your radio. You actually are listening to both transmitters at the same 
time until you pass through the area ani the other transmitter takes over." 


Frequency adjustment becomes a critical problem for any station, but when you have 
two transmitters operating on the same frequency with the same programming, any fre- 
quency shift by either transmitter is s serious problem, as Jack explained, "We have a 
highly controlled crystal that is sensitive to light, heat and humidity, as well as 
vibrations. The crystal is so accurate that the only people who can measure the accuracy 
of it are the National Bureau of Standards in Washington. They are the only ones with 
equipment Sophisticated enough to properly measure it." 


With measurement that critical I asked Jack how the station knows when the trans- 
mitters drift slightly off 14007 "You can hear it immediately, And, of course, we do 
have it periodically checked. When it goes off frequency, you can hear it. If you can 
imagine this, there was a time years ago when frequency adjustment between the two 
transmitters was handled by a huge mechanicel system of pulleys and chains! The Lowell 
transmitter was the main and the Lawrence the slave. So, if the Lowell transmitter 
drifted a bit to the right of 1400, his huge mechanical ae would go into-gear and 
‘fine tune' the Lawrence transmitter to match. Unfortunately it didn't move very fast, 
So by the time the Lowell transmitter went off frequency and the Lawrence corrected for 
it, the Lowell could have moved off in the other direction.” 


The situation is without precedent in modern radio and what makes the dual-trans- 
mission set-up even more difficult for WLIH is that the two markets of Lowell and 
Lawrence are quite different. Again, Jack told me, "Lowell is heavily into 'rock and 
roll' while Lawrence is more into ‘disco.’ Both towns are basically 'mill towns’ with 
many blue-collar workers who get up early ani are off to work by seven. These people 
are ready to 'rock' first thing in the morning, so we do very little day-parting of 
music, We do @ lot of research in both markets for music ani life-style information 
and that has only further pointed out the distinct differences between the two separate 
markets. 3ut our main problem is that @11 the Soston stations have city-grade signals 
here, everyore of them. Also a problem in our day-to-day programming is thet the two 
towns have very separate life-styles. Lowell is conservative, while Lawrence is more 
‘cip.' The people in Lawrence spend more money on nice clothes and go to discos more 
than the townspeople of Lowell. We fight the signels from Boston by trying to stay 
‘local’ in many ways. One way the Boston stations cannot compete with us is in the 
area of weather. We are just far encugh inland that our weather is different than 
Boston's, So veople in our markets rely on our locs3] information in that respect." 


I asked Jack why WLLH remained as the only stetion of its kind left, long after 
211 the other dual-set-ups hed been done eway with? "We were ‘granifathered' because 
WLLH existed before the rule agsinst multiple transmitters was enacted. We were per- 
mitted to stay in our current two city set-up. There was a possibility of changing 
frequencies years ago, but the previous owners of the station felt very good about our 
unique situation and the Commission allowed us to Stay. fSelieve it or not, there was 
originslly = third tower and trensmitter site croposed for WLiH in Haverhill, which 
would have mede three transmitters brosdc=sting on the same frequency from three sep- 
arate cities! cust before that wes to happen the FCC, thankfully, shut down the 
multiple construction permits. I think thet wes back in 1936 or 1938."

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F.C.C. Never Acted on Bootleg Station 
Woodbridge, N.J. News-Tribune (12/6/78) via Allen L. Nissen

WOODBRIDGE — A lot of listeners in 
‘Woodbridge and surrounding communities 
are going to miss “Wolfman Bruce” and 
the gang at WCBN 

The area's underground radio station 
“rocked until dawn” Saturday before sign- 
ing off the AM airwaves for what its young 
‘operators say will be the last time. But 
they have promised themselves that be- 
fore. 

WCBN, the Woodbridge-Colonia Bootleg 
Network, has been on and off the air, AM 
and FM, for the past nine years. The sta- 
tion's management, all Colonia High 
School graduates in their mid-20's, re- 
vealed that they have been transmitting il- 
legally and apparently unbeknown to the 
Federal Communications Commission 
(FCC). 

The bootleg station poured out all 1,000 
watts from its hand-built transmitter as 
“Wolfman Bruce” hosted WCBN’s 
farewell party, which began Friday night 
and ran into the wee hours of Saturday. 

The emphasis as always was on hard 
rock music. There were no commercials 
(That would get us in big trouble...) 
and the station's secret telephone request 
line buzzed continuously as scores of avid 
listeners phoned in with requests for their 
favorite cuts. 

Others wanted to dedicate songs to 


friends such as the ‘Tressel Tokers” of 
‘Avenel and the boys from Hubbard's Cup- 
board. The Wolfman, Rick, Lou and Bobby 
were only too willing to comply. 

‘The station has now signed off the air 
indefinitely, and the transmitter, the “‘evi- 
dence” as Rick calls it, is en route to Haiti 
in the Caribbean, to a new owner 

The powerful unit was purshased from 
Rick, who built it, by a friend who says he 
will put it to a licensed use on the island 

Rick, now 23, is the mastermind behind 
WCBN. which had its “humble begin- 
rings” through a group of Colonia students 
interested in radio and electronics. He 
built a small transmitter while in high 
school, and proceeded to set up a fully- 
‘equipped studio in his basement 

WCBN, operating under modest power 
became the unofficial Colonia-Avene! AM 
station, as through word of mouth most of 
the area's young people found out about 
the unlicensed rock station 

Since then, Rick and his cohorts have 
gone through several transmitters, the lat- 
est giving them a power equivalent to the 
daytime wattage of similar legitimate sta- 
tions. 

The operators of WCBN are well aware 
of the FCC penalties they would face if 
caught broadcasting without FCC-ap- 
proved equipment or a federal license. 

“We could be fined $10,000 per day or 
sentenced to two years in prison, or both,” 
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said Rick, a Navy veteran. "But in nine 
years we haven't heard a thing from the 
FCC. If we hear that we are bothering any- 
body, we just go off the air for awhile. I 
don't even think the FCC knows we exist, 
really.” 

Rick says the FCC could easily trace the 
WCBN signal to his basement studio if the 
agency wanted to. “That would only take 
about an hour, they have the equipment to 
do it.” 

‘The four men have no explanation why 
the authorities have not tracked down 
their illegal operation. They admittedly 
have a large listening audience that in 
cludes." 2

WCBN, which could be heard in most of 
Middlesex County and the Bayshore area 
when on the air, has just about all the 
‘equipment found in a licensed studio, Rick 
can play albums, reel-to-reel tapes, cas- 
settes and eight-tracks for his listeners 

Callers, who number among the privi- 
leged few to know the station’s unpub- 
lished number. can converse, over the air, 
with the DJ's when Rick hooks up a spe- 
cial transformer to his telephone. 

The phone number is that of Rick's 
parents, whose only objection to their 
son's anties came when they found their 
phone never stopped ringing, at all hours. 
‘To ensure peace on the domestic front, the 
ingenious station manager rigged up a 
device so that the phone no longer rings 
WCBN disc Jockeys know when they have 
a caller by a blinking light on the phone 
receiver 


This past weekend's “going off the air 
party" left most of the station personnel in 
oblivion. Most had departed the studio by 2 
a.m. others slept there peacefully while a 
determined Rick manned the microphone, 
promising to “rock your mind until 
dawn—at least.” 

Rick remained on the air in his final bow 
until his transmitter began to overheat 
and he was forced to said goodbye some- 
time around 4:30 a.m. Saturday 

“Goodbye, as in never to be heard from 
again,” he said. 

“Of course, everytime we go off the air 
‘we say that will be the last time,” he 
laughed. “But I swear to you, this is the 
LAST time.” 

“Wolfman Bruce” seems to think his 
budding career ts far from over 

“We are here to rock down this whole 
damn area, man, and the rock can never 
stop.” 

Tune in again sometime

Back in 1971 or so, I remember that he reportedly was the CE 4 v/s of these Eber 
tions. Roycroft went "beyond the normal call of duty" to DXers in verifying, prestiins © 
which many CEs wouldn't do. He would comment on conditions and reception of Rope ahs Bia 
tions on the back of the Qs he sent out. He wouldn't send out his veries in plain "oi se 
ary" envelopes, but in beautifully colored envelopes with beautiful scenese of Heyes on ua a 
It's interesting to note that though Oahu is the third largest island, it has three-fourths o! 
Hawaii's people, almost half of whom live in Honolulu. Although today Oahu is the only is- 
land on which other economic activities outshadow agriculture, it also has far more land 
planted to pineapple than any other island. Yes, that includes Lanai. Its sugar plantations 
produce about 20% of the state's crop, its truck farms and orchards yield 25 to 30% of all 
Hawaii's fruits and vegetables.

Recent articles about call letter history and confusions got me to thinking 
about stations at which I had worked plus other area stations. The "meanings" of such as 
KIND-Indevendence, KNEM-Nevada, KQM0-Jansas City should be obvious, but wnat about KALN-Iola 
(Now KIKS', never pronounced as "kicks")? Well, Iola is the country seat of Allen County, & 
in theory the station served the county, rather than just the city. K-AL-Nis rather diff- 
deult to say distinctly, so except for legal IDs we announcers said "Kay-Allen". KVOB, mn- 
poria, formerly KTSW, was trumpeted on its letterhead (but rarely on the air) as "Kanaas' 
Voice of Buporia", which makes little sense. I always wondered if the owners attached the 
Slogan after the fact of changing the call letters, but I never got up the nerve to ask than. 
Then until circa 1969, KCRB-Chamite was rumored to mean "Chamute Radio Sroadcasting", out dis- 
gruntled employees called it "Crab" or, if really ticked off, "Crub." ‘he call is now KKOY, 
which, dlong with sister station KOYY-§ Dorado, tends to bring the name of owner Dale McCoy 
before the public. Eastern Kansas is now being treated to "Coy" radio, whatever that is sup- 
posed to mean. I last was gainfully employed by KUIL-1380 when it occupied the cellar of the 
ratings battles as a rock station. Yes, we were "Cuddle Radio", a big happy family, with the 
aM XR, the MM & FM studios, & AM towers in Lenexa, the FM XR & tower & the business offices in 
Merriam, the FM licensed to Kansas City, the AM to Fairway but beamed to Kansas City, Mo, the 
Sales staff scrabbling all over the area in a frantic effort to drum up business, & former an- 
nouncers & staff scattering all over the U.S. at the rate of one every other week as a result 
of management's revolving door hiring-firing policy. I lasted for 14 months as a newscaster 
until management decided to economize by cutting down on the NX staff. A couple of years 
later, KUDL went all-NX & even changed its call letters to KCNW (guess what that means?) Now, 
KCNW is a gospel-religious station. Why not? A few other random mumblings: KLWN-Lawrence 
is known affectionately as "clown"; Topeka has two "bird" stations, KEWI, and WREN, which was 
moved lock, stock, and barrel from Lawrenve, and Garden City's KUPK, allied with Wichita's 
KAKE, was known as "cupcake".

After orlly seven months on the air, WIS ("wise radio" % "Your Information Sta- 
tion") announced on 2/23 that as an effort to "tighten up financidly" it is replacing all of 
its afternoon talk show personalities” Ed Harvey, Donald Barmhouse £Lou Yager. ‘he station 
had hoped to attract a significant share of the Philadelphia audience with Harvey & Barnhouse 
(big names from the WCAU talk format years), a strong signal (even though they're 25 miles out 
of town and compete with WWDB (FM), WHAT & 50% of WCAU) & a toll-free number. The potential, 
however, was never realised as heavily promoted guests frequently failed to show & there was a 
noticeatle absence of callers even when they did show. Recently, Francisco Towers, Inc., of 
East Syracuse, N.Y. filed suit against WIS to collect an unpaid $9,000 on a $19,000 tower con- 
struction bill. Almost an entire year before the station's 8/78 s/on, the half-compl eted 
tower construction was halted during legal battles with property owners adjacent to the tower 
Site who feared devaluation and tried to have the zoning approval changed. uring this delay, 
Phoenixville's Suburban Cable-TV decidedto also file an application for the same frequency. 
Harvey, Barnhouse & Yager also held positions as VP, OM, % PD at WYIS and helped to get the 
station on the air. They will now be replaced by "fanily members" of the station owner, the 
Rev. Dr. B. Sam Hart. ‘Taped religious programming will continue from s/on to 12 noon. Other 
news... wonder if anyone noticed an unusually strong nighttime WPEN signal on 2/97 At 5:30pm 
they tried to switch to their nighttime power but after a few tries they returned with fll 5 
kw daytime pattern &left it on all night!

(This week's dialings have been reported to RAY ARRUDA for DDXD, so that I may 
present my views on two items of controversy among NRCers.) lear channdls and poetry are 
actually // to each other when looked at in depth. Many DXers would like to see the clear 
channel stations remain undisturbed, because the medium wave is already overcrowded. The 
clear channels also fear a loss of prestige and money. Many DXers would like to see the DX 
NEWS remain undisturbed by non-DX items because space is limited. Those DXers also fear a 
loss of prestige and money. However, there are others who fed it's time to improvise the 
products for a wider range of coverage. Permitting'low power stations to operate full time 
on the clear channdls would broaden the base of MM radio by allowing daytime-orly minority & 
community oriented stations to better serve their listeners. WRIB-1220, WILD-1090, woSU-620, 
& WNYC-830 are fine examples. Permitting poetry and other “"non-hard-core-DX" to appear reg- 
ularly in DX NEWS would broaden the base of the publication. Mementary Electronics, Popular 
Electronics, CQ, and S9 are fine examples of publications which include humorisms on related 
topics. Now, I would like to dole out the ultimate compromise for these two conflicts. why 
not go halfway? I believe other stations should be allowed to broadcast on the lear chan- 
néls from 5am to midnight, thus serving localities when they need the most and serving DXers 
& truckers when they need the most. I believe a separate one or two page humor column should 
be allowed in DX NEWS, thus serving those who want to read DX poetry and other nonsense while 
others can still read their favorite sections without being deflated by originality. What 
ever happens with clear channels and poetry, DO NOT QUIT if you can't have it your way! As 
a DXer, you must meet the challenge of the dumise of the clears head on. And as an NRCer, 
you must continue to contfibute as a member of the club or our dlub will suffer the loss.

SAT SVIIT ~ "TE prtce -by CARY SIMPSON. 

In radio's "middle years" there was a groap of men who combined all of the 
spel. nding charm of the southern gentleman, with the urgency of a “shoutin’ preacher" and 
the "cone-on" apveal of a sideshow darker. He was the Pitchman who sold us vitanins, baby 
chicks, records, hair restorers, ani play-by-ear piano courses. The Pitch Man came right out 
of the madicine show. He was absol utely terrific. He could sell anything, and we, the pub- 
lic, would buy, buy, buy. Generally, the Pitch Man would work on a Xexican border station 
Deaming its programming back into the U.S.A., or he'd be on an all-night clear channel outlet, 
and everything he sold was mail order. You sent the money and they sent the merchandise. 

The Pitchman hald sway from the early 30's until the early 50's. People 
living in small towns and out on the farm would listen to the country music, and between the 
songs, the Pitch Man would sell you on buying something. The commercial pitches used to last 
three or four minutes, and by the time he finished, you were totally convinced. 

Without a doubt, the best and longest-running pitchman of all was Randy Blake, 
wnose “Suppertime Frolics" on WJJD, Chicago, ran several hours each early evening. He coubd 
weave a spéll around any product; he was so convincing that you would buy whether you needed 
itor not. Hal Horton, who was on KRLD, Dallas, as well as XBAW, Heynosa, Mexico, sounded 
more like the old side-show barker, but he could really sell! Nelson King sold millions of 
dollars of mail-order ite:s on ‘CKY in the years of the first half of the 1940's. WCKY had 
been a basic CBS Radio :.etwork station and the owner, L. 3. Wilson, got into a fight with CBS, 
so he cancelled out and nade his station an independant. It was an immediate success with 
its :ix hour Jamboree each night. 

In the 30's and 40's, a half dozen superpower ‘lexican borde- stations sent 
out signals blanketing the U.S.A. A tpical one was XEAW, which at one time ope-ated at two 
Places on the dial at the same time, 1010 and 1570. Also, X3L0-800 on the dial, mail address 
"Clint, Texas" (where George Gobel got his start! -ERC) , XENT-1140, X50-1050, XER, later XERA, 
and the Baja California stations, XEMO, XEAC & XERB. ‘They all ran “hillbilly music" and mail 
order items. Later, XERF took over 1570 from XEAW when its equipment was moved to Corpus 
Christi on 1030, by Carr Collins, whose Crazy Water Crystals had been one of the big sponsors 
on the borde> stations. Mr. Collins entered public office and donated his station XEAW to 
Baylor University. In the 50's, many clear channel stations saw mail order business as a way 
to use the all-night hours, and stations such as WWVA, WSM, WKH, WBAP & countless others be- 
gan the programming. It is still runnming.in some areas. But, no longer do we have the gen- 
uine Pitchman who can sell refrigerators to Eskimos or charm the birds out of the trees. 

Today, the orly genuine Pitchmen around would be the television evangelists 
who can soéllbind the people who are watching. But, no more do we have the delightful old 
"smoothies" who could convince you to send in $1.98 for Dave Minor's Play-by-Ear Piano Course, 
or Jim Major's Play-by-Ear Guitar course, or a bottle of the New Peruna, or Kolorbak. No 
more do we hear the sound ofa box of baby checks at the Post Office, being delivered because 
you mailed in $5.95. The Michigan Bulb Company, Clark Gardner Nursery, Earl May Seed Company, 
all certainly are still in business, but their products are no longer hawked by the radio 
pitchmen who were certainly masters of their trade. 

And Gene Nobles, who built Randy's Record Store in Gallatin, Tenn. into a 
million dollar business through his nightly shows on WLAC,.Nashville, didn't know that he 
would be followed by countless ads polluting our television shows for mail-order records. 

The only difference is that they no longer give us the delightful "pitch" that made us want to 
buy back when the Pitch Men held sway.
